The  Sitnation  at  the  A.  A M.  College. 

The  lin  ptisst  Record  ha*  kept  eloaely  up 
with  the  developments  in  the  recent  investi- 
gations at  this  institution,  and  knows  some- 
thing of  the  evidence  on  both  sides  of  the 
j-  controversy.  But  it  is  not  with  the  evi- 
1 denee  submitted  that  the  Baptist  Record 
feels  at  liberty  to  deal.  Nor  is  it  in  the  in- 
terest of  any  individual  that  it  would  ven- 
ture to  express  itself  before  the  public. 
But  it  would  deal  with  a more  vital  fea- 
ture of  the  Ritual  ion.  Its  appeal  ia  to 
the  citizena  of  the  commonwealth  of  Min- 
sisaippi  for  loyalty  to  the  constituted  an 
thority  of  the  college,  as  lodged  in  the 
Hoard  of  Truateca  of  this  institution.  This 
board  is  composed  of  fourteen  substantial 
men.  whose  integrity  and  wisdom  entitle 
them  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
eitizens  of  Mississippi,  amt  place  them,  at 
i lea.dl  on  a parity  with  those  gentlemen  in 
"the  State  who!  art*  striving  to  diacredit 
both  their  wiadom  and  integrity.  Theae 
. men  are.  to  put  it  conaervatively,  average 
men  of  our  citizenship.  If  we  cannot  trust 
them,  whom  can  we  trust!  Whatever  one ’a 
opinion  waa  as  to  the  merits  of  the  claim  of 
either  side,  since  this  board  haa  given  seven 
days  and  largely  seven  nights  to  a careful 
sifting  of  the  facts,  it  aeems  that  the  most 
sensible  thing  to  do  ia  to  accept  their  find- 


ings nnd  uphold  their  actions.  To  look 
at  the  matter  coolly,  what  reason  haa  any 
one  for  charging  that  these  men  were  par- 
tisan! There  are  good  reasons  why  the 
lioard  would  not  have  been  so  nearly  unan- 
imous, if  the  evidence  had  not  been  con- 
vincing. At  least  two  of  these  men  have 
the  endorsement  of  three  administrations — 
Longino,,  Vardaman  and  Noel — leaving  on- 
ly three  that  could  be  supposed  to  be  pets 
of  the  present  administration. 

The  president  of  the  college  has  ap- 
peared before  four  tribunals,  nnd  has  been 
exonerated  by  every  one  of  them.  The 
first  was  the  Board  of  Trustees,  under 
Governor  Vardanian;  the  second  was  the 
legislative  Committee;  the  third  th?  In- 
spector General  of  the  War  Department; 
and  the  fourth  the  Board  of  Trustees,  under 
Governor  Noel. 

It  appears  to  the  Baptist  Record  that 
there  is  nothing  left  for  law-abiding  Mis- 
sissippians  to  do  but  to  stand  by  the  do- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  displace 
them  by  some  process,  and  put  in  a wiser 
set  of  men  to  attend  to  this  part  of  the 
business.  * 

All  that  ia  being  said  now  in  the  papers 
or  othenvisse.  however  meant,  is  really 
said  against  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  they 
arc  standing  by  the  president  and  against 
his  critics. 

The  course  taken  by  those  who  are 
fighting  the  board,  if  carried  to  its  ligiti- 
mate  consequence,  would  decapitate*  every 
head  of  power  in  the  State  and  throw  the 
State’s  interests  into  a state  of  anarchy. 

And,  besides,  those  who  arc  interested 
in  their  wholesale  eodem  nation  of  the 
board  would  impress  one  that  such  an 
uprising  of  students  in  a college  had  never 
been  heard  of  before;  or,  if  heard  of,  had 
never  failed  to  ruin  the  college.  As  a mat- 
ter of  fact,  every  college  of  any  age  has 
been  called  on  to  go  through  just  such  an 
ordeal  as  our  own  A.  & M.  College  is  going 
through  now.  In  fact,  it^has  itself  once 
before  gone  through  a snnikir  trial,  and 
still*  its  usefulness,  not  only  continued,  but 
increased. 

Some  men  may  lose  their  places,  but  oth- 
ers will  be  found  to  fill  them.  The  Record 
is  personally  acquainted  with  over  half  of 
the  trustees,  nnd  consider  them,  to  put  it 
mildly,  average  men.  In  the  light  of  the 
findings  of  four  tribunals,  all  substantially 
agreeing,  it  ia  almost  a settled  question 
that  those  who  are  yet  vigorously  fight- 
ing the  hoard,  and  insisting  that  they  are 
doing  so  in  the  interest  of  the  college,  'are 
really  hurting  the  college  much  more  than 
those  who,  though  disappointed  in  the  ver- 
dict of  the  board,  are  standing  loyally  to 
its  decision. 

The  Record  conscientiously,  and  it  thinks 
consistently,  holds  the  views  above  set  out. 
and  prints  them  under  a sense  of  its  duty 
to  its  readers  and  in  the  hope  that  they  may 
contribute  to  the  welfare  of  the  A.  & M. 
College. 

Internal  Revenue  License 

There  are  in  the  city  of  Jackson  34  per- 
sona. firms  and  incorporations  who  hold 
United  Stateea  license  to  sell  liquors.  Of 
theae,  12  are  women — presumably  all  col- 
ored; ten  are  druggists;  at  least  three  are 
social  clubs.  The  law  of  the  State  makes 
the  possession  of  United  States  license 
prims  facie  evidence  of  guilt.  This  does 
not  apply  to  druggists,  as  the  United  States 
requires  them  to  have  such  license.  But  it 


does  not  apply  to  social  clubs  and  ought  to 
lie  enforced.  This  is  another  violation  of 
law  by  the  social  club,  which  proves  these 
clutm  to  be  essentially  lawless,  and  hence 
enemies  to  the  State  and  good  morals. 

Will  our  authorities  and  courts  allow  the 
clubs  to  override  the  law  with  impunity! 
What  do  our  good  men  recently  nominated 
for  offices  in  Jackson  say  to  this  question! 
The  same  condition  no  doubt  prevail  in 
other  citica  ami  towns  that  are  found  here. 
The  spirit  of  the  club  ia  to  have  license  to 
do  whatever  the  members  desire,  however 
such  doings  may  interfere  with  the  home 
and  good  morals  wy.fntsse-  ats.trdludlu 
nnd  church — life  and  goml  morals  gen- 
erally. 

It  ia  the  spirit  of  anarchy  and  is  pro- 
ducing the  results  ol  anarchy. 

Apropos  of  this  question,  Bro.  Hobbs,  of 
the  Brookhaven  leader,  says: 

“In  the  lists  of  the  United  States  reve- 
nue licenses  for  the  sale  ot  alcoholic  li- 
quors being  published  by  sheriffs  in  pro- 
hibition counties  of  Mississippi,  the  Elks’ 
lodges  are  showing  up  in  an  ugly  light 
in  several  towns  by  its  being  made  to  appear 
that  they  hold  government  licenses  to  sell 
liquor  in  violation  of  the  State  laws. 

“No  organization  which  claims  to  he 
decent  or  reputable  should  be  guilty  of 
conduct  such  ns  this.  Not  only  does  it  lead 
to  the  dissipation  and  moral  ruin  of  its  own 
members,  especially  young  men,  whom  it 
starts  on  the  downward  road  of  intemper- 
ance, hut  its  evil  example  as  a law-breaker, 
more  insidious  and  potent  becaueee  of  its 
supposed  respectability,  is  more  pernieioue 
than  the  ordinary  blind-tiger.”

The  Encyclopaedist  says:  “Baptism  is  a 
highly  symbolical  act.  The  washing  of 


the  Irmly  symbolizes  th-  cleansing  from  sin 
s|mkrn  of  as  forgiveness  • • • It  also 

symbolizes  the  burial  with  Christ,  hv  rea- 
son of  which  the  recipient  is  bound  "to  die 
unto  sin.  • • • There  is  no  trace  of  in- 

fant-baptism in  the  New  Testament.  All 
attempts  to  deduce  it  from  the  wonls  of 
institution,  or  from  such  (manages  as  1 Tor. 
1 :16.  must  be  given  up  as  arbitrary.  In- 
deed, 1 Cor.  7:14  rules  out  decisively  all 
such  deductions;  for,  if  pedohaptism  were 
taught  by  Paul,  he  would  have  linked  the 
salvation  of  the  children  with  their  bap- 
tism. and  not  with  the  faith  of  their  parents. 
Baptism  was  administered  in  running  wa- 
ter. • • • In  the  primitive  church,  bap- 

tism was  by  immersion  except  in  the  case 
of  the  sick  (clinic  baptism),  who  were  bap- 
tized by  pouring  or  sprinkling.  Them.1  latter 
were  often  regarded  as  not  baptized,  cither 
because  they  had  not  completed  their  eate- 
chuminate,  or  the  symbolism  of  the  rite  was 
not  fully  observed , or  because  of  the  small 
amount  of  water  used.  • • • In  816  the 

Council  of  Calcuith  (Chelsea  in  England) 
forbade  the  priest*  to  pour  water  on  the  in- 
fants’ heads,  but  ordered  to  immerse  them. 
' ' ' i The  council  of  Ravenna  (1311) 
was  the  first  to  allow  a choice  between 
sprinkling  and  immersion:  but  at  an  earlier 
-late.  1287.  the  cannons  of  the  Council  of 
the  Liege  bishop  John  preacrilie  the  way  in 
which  the  sprinkling  of  children  should  be 
performed.  The  practice  first  came  into 
common  use  at  the  end  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  and  was  favored  by  the  growing 
rarity  of  adult  baptism.  It  ia  the  present 
practice  of  the  Roman  Church:  but  in  the 
Greek  Church  immersion  is  insist ed  on  as 
essential.  Luther  sided  with  the  immer- 
sionists.  described  the  baptismal  aid  as  an 
immersion,  and  derived  Taufe  (German  for 
"baptism”)  from  tief  (“deep”)  because 
what  one  baptized  he  sank  tief  in  the  water. 
Baptism  in  the  enriy  church  was  a trip  pie 
immersion.  Various  explanations  were  given : 
some  referred  to  the  apostolic  custom.  • 

• • It  was  common  to  call  Christ  the  fish 

(iehthus),  because  the  letters  of  the  Greek 
word  for  fish  were  the  initial  letters  of  the 
phrase  “Jesus  Christ  the  .Son  of  God  the 
Saviour.”  Hence  we  find  Tertullian  say- 
ing. “But  we  little  fishes,  after  the  example 
of  our  ichthua,  Jesus  Christ,  arc  horn  in  wa- 
ter.” • • • Infant  baptism  came  in 
quite  naturally  as  the  consequent  of  the  be- 
lief in  the  necessity  of  baptism.  E-brard 
calls  infant  baptism  a “modified  baptist” 
a virtual  contradiction  to  the  design  of 
baptism,  beooauao  the  infant  is  not  yet 
regenerate!.  • • • • Baptisteries,  build- 
ings erected  exclusively  for  the  admin- 
istration of  baptism,  were  not  known  until 
the  fourth  century.  In  the  primitive 
church,  the  river  or  the  brook,  the  lake  or 
the  pond,  served  the  purpose.  • • • 

Gradually,  however,  as  infant-baptism  be- 
came  the  rule  in  the  church,  and  the  sacra- 
ment was  administered  by  aspersion  instead 
of  immersion,  and  the  right  of  administer- 
ing it  was  extended  to  all  chnrches  and 
over  the  whole  year,  there  was  leas  and 
less  use  for  any  separate  buildings.  Aft- 
er the  ninth  century,,  no  tn«re  baptistitries 
wen-  built.  The  baptismal  basin  was  trans- 
formed into  the  baptismal  font,  and  the  font 
was  moved  into  the  church  itself,  and  placed 
in  a separate  chapel,  or  part  of  the  build- 
ing. generallv  near  the  entrance,  to  the 
left.”

1 have  misquoted  a single 
word.  Honestly,  my  brethren,  these  quit 
taDons  from  IVdobaplista  and  afTiMuonmts. 
published  as  they  arc  under  the  manage 
men!  of  the  Very  best  alTuaioniat  scholar*, 
and  by  the  very  beat  ami  most  accurate  pub- 
lishers in  the  I'nitcd  States,  are  enough  to 
make  all  who  srofT  at  iimnomiontsts  hang 
their  heads  in  shame.  Of  course  all  of 
those  great  sfTiiHN-iust  scholar*  think  af- 
fusion good  baptism,  hut  they  do  not 
lend  to  den>-  that  the  early  baptism  was 
immersion,  nor  to  teaeh  that  infant  ha pt ism 
was  taught  in  the  New  Testament.  thdy 
thom1  who  disregard  both  aceolarshin  and 
securaey  moke  such  claims  and  denials  As 
the  word  baptize  lis*  never  been  translated, 
and  the  non-Greek  s|s*aking  i-copte  do  n<d 
know  the  meaning  of  Greek  word#  (except 
a few  scholars).  Baptist*  have  ever  been  fair 
enough  to  prove  their  own  belief  by  the 
words  of  their  op|tonrnt*.  I have  follow 
ed  the  Steps  of  our  fathers  in  thia,  ami 
show  you  by  the  statements  of  affusmnisU 
that  the  Bible  hup  turn  was  immersion.

clare*  hi*  purpose  to  visit  the  churches 
and  general  meetings  in  onlcr  to  stir  up 
the  people  in  behalf  of  mission*.  He  ha* 
a buoyant  faith,  a elerified  riaion.  and  ia  wil- 
ling to  lay  himself  out  for  the  remainder 
of  his  day**  in  earnest  endeavsr  for  hi*  I/ord 
He  is  willing  to  “bring  hi*  ship  alongside’ ’ 
and  fight  as  “under  the  Great  Taskmaster’s 
eye.” 

And  here  is  another  letter.  It  is  from 
a good  woman  in  Texas.  She  ha*  a large 
family  and  live*  three  miles  from  the 
country  church  of  which  she  is  a member.
